{keprinted fiom the “Junk tox” Oct. 1409) 


Dellaxr Gawing Tokens wexe Fixet intxoduced by the Franklin Mant 
in 1965, ax a replacement for the fast disappearing silwezx dollar. 
The first user was Harrah’s of Reno and Lake Tahoe, Nevada. By t ne 
en@ of 19cv5, 27 of Neyada’e leading caginos weze using bollaz 
Gaming Tokens minted by the Franklin Mint, and approximately a 
cozen other casinos wexe uging token produced elsewhere. 

Ae 19t6 solled around, the silver doliazs had disapneared 
completely from circulation, and more caginos decided to join the 
token vazade. By mid-year, every majox casino in the Las Vegas 
axea, and neaxly ail the important casinos in other parts of the 
state of Nevada, had ozdexed their own pxivate dollar gaming 
tokeng struck at the Franklin Mint. OF thosze who had been using 
tokens oroduced eleswhere, al] but a very smali number dacided to 
switch over, O£ the 27 casinos who used 1909 tokens, 23 issued 
new tokens for 19t6--Usually with a ninor design vaxiation. The 
most common change from 1965 ta 1906 was the change from a boirded 
with raised letters to a border with depressed Jetteis, making 
them easier to stack and handle on the gaming taplies. A few 
casinos prefexrzed to stick to the ola atyie borcex on theiz [96 
icsuesza 

By early Fall, 1906, the Franklin Mint had reached its Limit 
fox the yeax ~- 72 different Lollaz Gaming Tokens including 64 
casinos in Nevada olus 8 gaming establishments in other parts of 
the testexn Hemisohere, Of the eight foreign gaming estaolishments, 
one is a yace track {the Famous Caliente tzack in Mexico), and 
the other seven are casinos. Six of these eight tokens bear inglish 
legends, and two bear Spanish legends -- but ali axe used in lieu 
of one U.S, dollar for gaming purposes. 

Although three different sizes were used in i$ts, ali of the 
Gaming Tokens minted by the Franklin Mint in 196, are of the 
sama standayd size -~ slightly less than 1” in diameter, ach 
token, however, has a different coded reeding pattern around the 
edge. This technique was pexfected by the Franklin Mint te helo 
the casinos identifv tokens in a stack and to stymie ootential 
counte xyfeite rs. 

All of the 1906 tokens are dated, with the exeeotion of Harrah's, 
which can be easily distinguished from its 1905 counterpart by 
its size. 

The silver colored 196 tokens weze struck in Franklinium IT, 
and the gold colered 1906 tokens were etauck in Fzanklin Nickel- 
Brags o- both exclusive nonemagnetic alloys of the Franklin Mint, 
eontaining unusual combinations of coppex, nickel and columbium. 
The svecial formulas axe useu orimaxily fox the puloose of 
datezxing counterfeiting. 

The vequiar fun of these Dollax Gaming Tokens varied from 
10,006 to 325,000 vices. In adcition most of the casinos o1dezed 
aroofs and proof Like specimens of {heiz issues.

Back in January of 1970 @ Mich.'TAMS memoe2r, Gary C. Kiug, had 
written for the Junk Gox a good long article about medals and 
brouches of the Society known as the I30.R.M. Apparently ne ot 
connection with Indians, except vossioly theix lore and symbolism, 
the once astive organiaation now mystifies persons whos haonen upon 
its medals. Kzug listed several pieces of pendants, badges, Lobes, 
ect, and described them well, F.C.C. on some meant Freedon, 
Friendship, and Charity.
